He was particularly critical o f (3S and NBC 
televisio n netwo rk s fo r what he labeled ‘‘a pat­ 
tern o f tak ing a v ery prejudiced view o f law « v 
fo rcement.” 


MR. SULLiV.AN S statement tak es o n authen­ 
ticity with TV viewers who saw po lice handing 
nut printed handbills to the demo nstrato rs g ath­ 
ered in Chicag o 's Grant Park . They had been 
g iven permissio n to co ng reg ate in the park , but 
the handbills purpo rtedly warned them that 
they wo uld no t be permitted to march o n tne 
ho tels o r co nventio n hall. 
TV v iewers saw po lice swing ing clubs. But 
they saw, to o . the issuance o f printed warning s 


as to what denwmstrato rs co uld and co uld no t 
do within the law, 
‘‘Abo ut 50 h ard-ew e m e m b e r s o f the 
cro wd,” Mr. Sullivan said, ‘‘charg ed po lice line« 
(stretched acro ss Michig wi Ave). Peo ple were 


clubbed, pet^le were hurt, peo ple wwe arrestr 
ed. This is what happens when y o u chaise a po ­ 
lice line. . . . The tews o f the City o f Chicag o 
were upheld and the laws will be upheld.” 


CALMER CITIZENS canno t escape the co n­ 
clusio n that telev isio n newsmen hav e no t y et 
learned ho w to handle their v aluable to o ls re- 
spwsibly . There hav e been hundreds o f o cca- 
siwis where televisio n cameras are sent o ut to 
film a ‘‘demo nstratio n” abo ut which the TV 
peo ple hav e been info rmed in adv ance. 
The demo nstrato rs, in brief, put o n a sho w 
fo r the cameras—and the viewers. Their actio ns 
are rig g ed lik e acto rs mi a stag e. And, unfo r­ 
tunately , TV peo ple still are falling fo r it. 
This co untry needs law enfo rcement. It needs 
po licemen to perfo rm the task . There is no 
do ubt that so me po licemen may g et carried 
away with the vio lence and using clubs where 
they mig ht no t be needed. 
But, as Mr. Sullivan say s, when a cro wd, 
warned in adv ance as to what the rules are, 
charg es a po lice line, the po lice are g o ing to do 
their jo bs.

Assassinatio n, the co ld-blo o ded weapo n o f 
hate, has been used ag ain to snuff o ut the life 
o f a disting uished American, Ambassado r Jo hn 
Mein o f Guatemala, 'vhich has been the Amer­ 
ican career diplo mats ho me away fro m ho me 
the last 13 y ears. Guatemala has instituted a 
,30-day state o f seig e while pre.ssing its search 
fo r the k illers. 
And President Julio Cesar Mendez Mo ntene­ 
g ro , in pro claiming three day s o f mo urning , 
has described the ambassado r as a ‘‘sincere 
friend o f Guatemala” 


AI.THOUGH 
THE 
ASSASSINS 
apparently 
made FW)d their escape and there are no facts, 
as y et to identify them, it is a g o o d assumptio n 
that they are members o f o ne o f the riv al 
ex trem i^ factio ns in Guatemala. 
Either the ex treme rig htists o r leftists are 
capable o f co mmitting such acts and have do ne 
so in Guatemala. But it seems mo re lo g ical to 
believe that the Castro -directed leftists ma­ 
chine-g unned the ambassado r to death, 
It was leftists who k illed two American diplo ­ 
mats, Capt. Ernest A. Mo nro e and Co l. Jo hn 
Daniel Webber last Jan. 16 just a few blo ck s 
fro m where the ambassado r was slain. 
Ambassado r Mein was the hig hest rank ing 


American, the very ’ sy mbo l o f America, in Gua­ 
temala. He thus wo uld be an o bvio us targ et fo r 
tho se who hate America so much that they 
strik e o ut vicio usly to hurt her in whatev er way 
they can. 
It is very impo rtant that the Guatemalan g o v­ 
ernment find o ut who the assassins are and 
identify them befo re the wo rld. 
Fo r if such k illers are allo wed to mak e the 
slay ing o f American o fficials a ro utine ev ent, 
the United States will be fo rced to co nsider 
withdrawing diplo matic representatio n in the 
picturesque Central American natio n. 


NOTHING WOULD PI.EASE THE Castro 
revo lutio nists mo re than to hav e the ‘‘imperial­ 
ist” Americans abando n Guatemala because it 
wo uld no lo ng er be safe fo r o ur diplo mats. This 
wo uld leave the Cuban Co mmunists and the 
Guatemalan g uerrillas free to plo t and adv ance 
revo lutio n witho ut the presence o f their majo r 
o ppo nent. 
The red, white and blue American shield is 
beco ming the ‘‘red badg e o f co urag e” in so me 
areas o f the wo rld.

In this ev entful presidential electio n y ear — 
with all the to -do that is being made abo ut g et­ 
ting reg istered to vo te — it is lo g ical to assume 
mo st elig ible v o ters wo uld be ready to ex ercise 
their vo ting privileg e. 
It may be lo g ical, but acco rding to a Gallup 
Po ll, it is no t true. 
A mid-Aug ust sampling turned up the surpris­ 
ing fig ure o f 29 milliwi peo ple o f vo ting ag e still 
unreg istered. 
The po ll g av e the Republicans the best reco rd 
with o nly 16 per cent unreg istered. Demo crats 
no t v et reg istered to taled 24 per cent and a full 
o ne-third o f the ‘‘Independent” vo ters hav e 
failed to reg ister so far. 
Of the majo r g ro ups that mak e up the po pula­ 
tio n. v o ters between 21 and 29 y ears o f ag e 
hav e the wo rst reg istratio n reco rd Nearly half 
(49 per cent) o f the g ro up are unreg istered. 
Acco rding to the surv ey , nex t to the y o ung 
adult g ro up, the po o rest reg istratio n reco rd 
g o es to Neg ro es. Of tho se po lled, fo ur o ut o f 10 
said they were unreg istered. 
'Reg istratio n i.s usele.ss unless a citizen casts 
his ballo t in No v ember and that is where the 
interest in tho se 29 millio n vo tes centers. 


In 1960. the dilference in the po pular vo te was 
118,550 and in the 1964 Jo hnso n landslide it 
amo unted 15,949,7 07 — which is still so me 13 
millio n less than the unreg istered to tal.

The Decisio n On Po rtas 
Edito rial Research Repo rt 


The Senate, in the po stco nventio n sessio ns, 
faces a g rav e co nstitutio nal pro blem invo lving 
the .separatio n o f the judiciary and the leg isla­ 
ture. Present indicatio ns are that the questio n 
will be swept under the rug . 
Senate Demo cratic Leader Mik e Mansfield o f 
Mo ntana said Aug . 21 he ho ped to bring to tne 
Senate flo o r President Jo hnso n's no minatio n o f 
Justice Abe Fo rtas as chief justice o f the Unit­ 
ed States and federal judg e Ho mer Tho mberrv’ 
as a justice o f the Supreme Co urt. But he said 
debate o n the issue mig ht be deferred until aft­ 
er electio n day . 
' !The Senate .mino rity leader, Ev erett McKin­ 
ley Drrk sen. as early as July 2 had said a ma­ 
jo rity o f Senate Republicans favo red co nfinna- 
tio n. But hearing s o f the Senate Judiciary Co m­ 
mittee went o n thro ug h .July 23. and the no mi­ 
natio ns were carried o v er until after the co n­ 
ventio ns. 


EpRTAS IN PARTICULAR was subjected to 
an unusually sev ere inquisitio n at the co mmit­ 
tee hearing s. At o ne po int Sen. Stro m Thur- 
mcn^, So uth Caro lina Republican, referred to 
the Supreme Co urt decisio n in Mallo ry v. U.S. 
Í19 S7 ), which held that unusual delay in ar­ 
raig ning a federal priso ner v itiated his interim 
cwifessio n to po lice. The case was decided eig ht 
y eutrs befo re Justice Fo rtas jo ined the Supreme 
Gnirt. 
■‘.Why did he g o free?” Thurmo nd ask ed. ‘‘Do 
y dtf./believ e in that k ind o f justice? Mallo ry , 
Midtery . I want that wo rd to ring in y o ur ears. 
H e raped a wo man and co nfessed it in co urt 
and the Supreme Co urt turned him lo o se o n a 
tedimcality — free to co mmit o ther crimes. 
Catf y o u co ndo ne such a decisio n? I ask y o u to 
answer this questio n.” 
Jy ^ice Fo rtas refused to answer. Fo rtas all 
liad co ntended that co nstitutio nal do ctrine 
o f sWDaratio o o f po wers and his duty to remain 


unco mmitted o n issues that mig ht co me befo re 
the Suprlefhe Co urt prev ented him fro m an­ 
swering questio ns. 
The clo ul in the o ppo sitio n to Fo rtas. ho wev­ 
er. was deliv ered by Sen Sam J. Erv in Jr., 
No rth Caro lina Demo crat. Erv in co nducted a 
leng thy interro g atio n o f Justice Fo rtas abo ut 
specific Supreme Co urt decisio ns. Justice Fo r- 
las declined to answer. 
Sen. Erv in also ask ed the justice abo ut ad­ 
vice g iven to President Jo hnso n and abo ut in­ 
terv ening with Ralph Lazarus, president o f Fed­ 
erated Department Sto res 
Inc., o n the busi­ 
nessman’s criticism o f the Vietnam budg et. 
Justice Fo rtas cited sev eral o ccasio ns, beg in­ 
ning with Geo rg e Washing to n, when a president 
had ask ed the advice o f a member o f the Su­ 
preme Co urt. 


AS FOR THE LAZARUS, incident, he said: 
“ I am a justice o f the Supreme Co urt but I am 
still a citizen.” 
July 23 Erv in urg ed ado ptio n o f an amend­ 
ment to the Ccnstitutio n requiring the president 
to select no minees to the Supreme Co urt fro m a 
list dirawn up by a co nference o f the chief 
judg es o f the states and the chief judg es o f the 
Circuit Co urts o f Appeal. 
After the hearing s, Sen. Erv in sent a letter to 
the Washing to n Po st, which had criticized him 
sev erely , in which he wro te: ‘‘If its wo rds hav e 
no fix ed meamng , the Co nstitutio n is indeed a 
‘so lemn mo ck ery ’ and furnishes ‘no rule fo r 
the g o v ernment’ o f Supreme Co urt justices.” 
To which Thurman Arno ld, fo rmer law part­ 
ner o f Justice Fo rtas, replied in ano ther letter 
to the Po st: 
‘‘The dang er represented by Sen. Erv in and 
his co llabo rato rs . . . is that a small mino rity , 
by the use o f filibustw tactics, may impair the 
independence o f the judiciary and influence the 
co urse o f judicial decisio ns in the United 
States.”

When the K e n n e dy clan 
drum beat beg an bo o ming in 
the Palmer Ho use last Sunday 
nig ht, the driv e fo r the third 
Kennedy had been all pressed 
up (the pro pag anda was ro ll- 
Victo r Riesel 
ing ). but had no place to g o . It needed a head­ 
quarters 
— 
so metthing 
frenetic, 
so mething 
fresh so mething unto uched ex cept by y o utliful 
hands. 
Within a few ho urs the bo o m was fully ho used 
in the Bal Tabarin Suite, o n the six th flo o j- o f 
the Sherman Ho use, which co mes with built-in 
frenetics. 
The lo g istics had been supplied by an ano ny ­ 
mo us Reuther reg io nal aide o ne Paul Ko rman, 
staffer fo r the big UAW Reg io n 4, which did so 
much fo r the late Bo b Kennedy during the pri­ 
mary heats. 


WITH WALTER REUTHER ensco nced in the 
Sherato n-CJhicag o to wer suite practically do wn 
the street, no reg io nal staffman wo uld mo ve in 
o n tense mak e-o r-break napo nal po litics witho ut 
the leader ’s pennissio n. Especially since Reuth­ 
er had been pushing hard fo r Hubert Hum­ 
phrey , to the po int o f calling in unio n co nven­ 
tio n deleg ates and o rdering them to jump o ff 
the McCarthy wag o n immediately . 
Reuther, alo ng with Geo rg e Meany and Hu­ 
bert Humphrey , were three men o n a ho rse. But 
that did no t k eep the Detro iter fro m thro wing 
suppo rt to “y o ung Ted.” Ano ther day , ano tf« er 
campaig n. By sheer reflex the auto uniwi lead­ 
er alway s lo o k s y ears ahead. Ted Kennedy had 
been made to o rder. What mattered no w the 
co st o f a few butto ns, ballo o ns, pamphlets, 
hand-lettered sig ns, and o ffice space. So me auto 
unio n deleg ateL were already quartered at the 
Sherman Ho use any way . 
So o n o ther auto unio n o fficials, such as Bo b 
Kennedy ’s y o ung friend, C a 1 i f o r n i a’s Paul 
Schrade. who were cMiventio n deleg ates, pinned

fro m Jack Kennedy . The latter then lo st his 
vice-presidential fig ht by 26 vo tes. Ted Kennedy 
was to ld he’s to o y o ung to lak e such chances. 


MEANWHILE B.ACK AT THE RANCH, Ly n­ 
do n Jo hnso n beg an fwming the wag o ns into a 
circle. He surro unded the Kennedy fo rces. Old 
friend Jack Valetti mo ved quietly into Hilto n 
suite 22-A. By pho ne and back stairs he co uld 
g et to o ld friends Marvin Watso n and Hubert 
Humphrey o n the 25th flo o r. 
Acro ss to wn at the Ho tel Drak e’s suite 169, 
President Jo hnso n put his o ld tro uble sho o ter, 
big Geo rg e Ready , a devo ted man, far to o ho n­ 
est fo r po litics. There Ready uno bserv ed by th« 
media, k ept in clo se to uch with the natio n’s la­ 
bo r leaders o n the upper flo o rs. 
If manpo wer was needed, it was in heavy 
supply , 'hiere was. fo r ex ample, lo ng sho re­ 
men’s leader Ted Gleaso n v irtually nex t do o r to 
Mr. Humphrey ’s ro o ms at the Hilto n. 
The do ck wallo per, as did sco res o f o ther la­ 
bo r chiefs, came with publicity men, research­ 
ers, statisticians and po litical muscle. 
Wherev er President Jo hnso n wanted them, 
they went. Whenever the Kennedy bo o m came 
up fo r air, they sat o n it. ballo o ns and all. 
But Walter Reuther play ed it co o l. Fro m his 
to wer suite he co uld see 1972 — and ano ther 
co nventio n. By that time the auto unio n leader 
wo uld hav e his new labo r federatio n swing ing .

There Was A President Atchiso n 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - (tensWsr fo r a 
mo ment the ho st o f candidates fo r the presi­ 
dency this y ear. Disco unting the p% placed in 
no minatio n by the y ippies in Chicag o , they num. 
ber abo ut 10. 
Since many o f these must hav e k no wn their 
chances o f winning were o nly slig htly better 
than the y ippie po rk er, it may be assumed that 
fo r sOTne the race is as much the attractio n as 
the prise. 
Fo r tho se, the ultimate envy must be fo r the 
man who , by so me theo ries became president 
o f the United States witho ut csmpaig nlng a 
day , spending a dime, o r ruffling any feeling s 
within either party . And afterwards, President 
Atchiso n serv ed in a perio d so relax ed and 
tro uble-free that he almo st slept thro ug h his 
who le term. 
Prcsk lent Atchiso n? 


THE “ONE MORE” president thewy it no t 
univ ersally accepted by all students o f Ameri- 
can po litical histo ry , but as theo ry , It do es 
hav e its histo rical basis. Acco rding to the the­ 
o ry , Sen. David Rice Atchiso n o f Misso uri was 
president fo r o ne day —beg inning abo ut 1 p.m. 
Sunday , March 4, 1849. 
The terms o f Presidrat Jam es Po lk « id his 
v ice president, Geo rg e M. Dallas, were to end 
at that time. But the inco ming president, Zach­ 
ary Tay lcM*, was no t g o ing to be inaug urated 
until] midday o f Mo nday , March 5, inaug wa- 
tiwi ceremo nies being delay ed o ne day so they 
wo uldn’t fall o n a Sunday . 
That left 24 ho urs when the co untry wo uld 
be witho ut a president. Acco rd« ^ to die Ctm- 
stihitio n, the nex t in line wo uld be the predd- 
ing o fficer o f the Senate. Dallas, Po lk ’s VP, 
had resig ned that po sitio n, and Atchiso o had 
been named tempo rary presiding o fficer o f the 
Senate in his ptece March 2 . 
So at 1 p.m., March 4, 1849, the natio n was 
witho ut a president, and Atchiso n was nex t m 
line. He was nev er actually swo rn in. But the 
questiim aro und the “o ther president” Uieo ry 
is whether by simply being nex t in Ime in 
tho se leaderless ho urs, he did, in fact, succeed 
to the o ffice 


ATCHISON himself held no celebratiwi. He 
was so und asleep when he theo retically became 
presk tent o f the United States, dis j^ s y ^ a 
calmness that mak es all o ther new presidents 
lo o k lik e little o ld ladies with twisted hank ies 
by co mpariso n. 
He mig ht have s l^ t ail day . hav ing spent a 
hard nig ht at the Senate the nig ht befwe, had 
no t so me perso nal friends co me to wak e and 
co ng ratulate him. 
“ In o rder to do ev ery thing in pri^ier st>Ie, I 
appo inted a full cabinet,” he recalled later, g o ­ 
ing alo ng with the g ag , “and it was said that 
my administratio n was the mo st successful and 
piHiular o ne ev er k no wn, there no t being a 
remo v al o r an appo intment during my who le 
term .” 
Atchiso n’s tiiumph wo uld hav e been even 
sweeter had it g ained po litical leg itimacy . Act­ 
ually it remains merely a fo o tno te o f triv ia 
in the histo ry o f American presidents, say s 
White Ho use curato r Jim Kefchum. 
Hardly wo rth redesig nating Ly ndo n Jo hnsm 
the 38 th President o f the United States instead 
o f 37 th, and lik ewise with all the o thers In ck 
do wn the line thro ug h Zachary Tay lo r. 
But what a whale o f a co ck tail party co nv er­ 
satio n bit it must hav e made fo r a man m m ed 
Atchiso n!

A mid-August sampling turned up the surpris­ 
ing figure of 29 million people of voting age still 
unregistered

with only 16 per cent unregistered. Democrats 
not yet registered totaled 24 per cent and a full 
one-third of the “ independent” 
voters 
have 
failed to register so far 
Of the major groups that make up the popula­ 
tion 
voters between 21 and 29 years of age 
have the worst registration record Nearly half 
(49 per cent) of the group are unregistered 
According to the survey, next to the young 
adult group, the poorest registration record 
goes to Negroes Of those polled, tour out of IO 
said they were unregistered. 
Registration is useless imless a citizen casts 
his ballot in November and that is where th° 
interest in those 29 million votes centers. 


Tn 1960. the deference in the popular vote was 
118,550 and in the 1%4 Johnson landslide it 
amounted 15.949.707 — which is still some 13 
million less than the unregistered total.

I'lie Decision On Foetus

The Senate, in the postcon vent ion sessions 
faces a grave constitutional problem involving 
the separation of the judiciary and the legisla­ 
ture Present indications are that the question 
will be swept under the rug. 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana said Aug 21 he hoped to bnng to tne 
Senate floor President Johnson's nomination of 
Justice Abe F'ortas as chief justice of the Unit­ 
ed States and federal judge Homer Thomberry 
as a justice of the Supreme Court. But he said 
debate on the issue might be deferred until aft­ 
er election day. 
!The Senate minority leader. FNerett McKin­ 
ley Drrksen. as early as Julv 2 had said a m a­ 
jority of Senate Republicans favored confirma­ 
tion. But hearings of the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee went on through July 23. and the nomi­ 
nations were carried over until after the con­ 
ventions. 


PORTAS IN PARTICULAR was subjected to 
an unusually severe inquisition at the commit­ 
tee hearings. At one point Sen Strom Thur­ 
mond. South Carolina Republican, referred to 
the Supreme Court decision in Mallory v U S. 
(1957), which held that unusual delay in ar­ 
raigning a federal prisoner vitiated his interim 
confession to police The case was decided eight 
years before Justice F'ortas joined the Supreme 
Court 
“ Why did he go free?” Thurmond asked “ Do 
you believe in that kind of justice? Mallory, 
Mallory. I want that word to ring in your ears. 
He raped a woman and confessed it in court 
and the Supreme Court turned him loose on a 
technicality — free to commit o’her crim es. 
Can you condone such a decision” I ask you to 
answ er this question 
Justice Fortas refused to answer Fortas all 
along had contended that constitutional doctnne 
of separation of powers and his duty to remain 


uncommitted on issues that might come before 
the Suprleme Court prevented him from an­ 
swering questions. 
The clout in the opposition to F'ortas, howev­ 
er. was delivered by Sen 
Sam J. Ftrvin Jr., 
North Carolina Democrat 
F'.rvin conducted a 
lengthy interrogation of Justice F'ortas about 
specific Supreme Court decisions. Justice F'or­ 
tas declined to answer. 
Sen 
Ervin also asked the justice about ad­ 
vice given to President Johnson and about in­ 
tervening with Ralph lazarus, president of Fed­ 
erated Department Stores 
Inc., on the busi­ 
nessm an's criticism of the Vietnam budget 
Justice F'ortas cited several occasions, begin­ 
ning with George Washington, when a president 
had asked the advice of a member of the Su­ 
preme Court 


AS FOR THE LAZARUS, incident, he said: 
‘‘I am a justice of the Supreme Court but I am 
still a citizen.’’ 
July 23 Ervin urged adoption of an amend­ 
ment to the Constitution requiring the president 
to select nominees to the Supreme Coml from a 
list drawn up by a conference of the chief 
judges of the states and the chief judges of the 
Circuit Courts of Appeal. 
After the hearings. Sen. P’rvin sent a letter to 
the Washington Post which had criticized him 
severely, in which he wrote: “ If its words have 
no fixed meaning, the Constitution is indeed a 
‘solemn mockery’ and furnishes ‘no rule for 
the governm ent of Supreme Court justices ” 
To which Thurman Arnold, form er law part­ 
ner of Justice F'ortas. replied in another letter 
to the Post: 
“The danger represented by Sen 
Ervin and 
his collaborators . . . is that a small minority, 
by the use of filibuster tactics, may im pair the 
independence of the judiciary and influence the 
course of judicial 
decisions in 
the 
United 
States.”

drum beat began booming in

ing). but had no place to go. It needed a head­ 
quarters 
—- 
.something 
frenetic, 
something 
fresh something untouched except by youthful 
hands. 
Within a few hours the boom was fully housed 
in the Bal Tabarin Suite, on the sixth floor of 
the Sherman House, which comes with built-in 
frenetics. 


The logistics had been supplied by an anony­ 
mous Reuther regional aide one Paul Korman, 
staffer for the big UAW Region 4, which did so 
much for the late Bob Kennedy during the pri­ 
m ary heats. 


WITH WALTER REUTHER ensconced in the 
Sheraton Chicago tower suite practically down 
the street, no regional staftm an would move in 
on tense make-or-break naponal politics without 
die leader 's permission Especially since Reuth­ 
er had been pushing hard for Hubert Hum­ 
phrey, to the point of calling in union conven­ 
tion delegates and ordering them to jump off 
the McCarthy wagon immediately. 


Reuther. along with George Meany and Hu­ 
bert Humphrey, were three men on a horse. But 
that did not keep the Detroiter from throwing 
support to “ young Ted ” Another day, another 
campaign. By sheer reflex the auto union lead­ 
er always looks years ahead Ted Kennedy had 
been made to order WThat m attered now the 
cost of a few buttons, 
balloons, 
pamphlets, 
hand-lettered signs, and office space. Some auto 
union delegate*, were already quartered at the 
Sherman House anyway. 


Soon other auto union officials, such as Bob 
Kennedy’s young friend. C a 11 f o r n I a's Paul 
Schrade. who were convention delegates, pinned 
“ Draft Kennedy” slogans atop their McCarthy 
buttons and began booming it up for "Ted” on 
the floor. 


The strategy 
was simple, 
lf nothing hap­ 
pened, Reu’lier lost no Humphrey friends He 
could blame the Kennedv sentiment on his 
younger, more impetuous staffinen. If a m ira­ 
cle was injured, it would come with a UAW la­ 
bel. 
After all. Reuther was, except for some Cali­ 
fornia grape-picking delegates. Ted Kennedy s 
only labor support. 
The union establishment over at the Hotel 


Drake had let it be known to Ted's brother-in- 
law, Steve Smith, in the Standard Club, and to 
Mayor Richard Daley, 
that young 
Kennedy 
would have to face a floor fight if he moved 
And 1956 was recalled as a warning 
At that 
time. in this city, at the convention which Adlai 
Stevenson opened up, labor had shoved some

forced him to unpack his bags and not flee 
from Jack Kennedy. The latter then lost his 
vice-presidential fight by 26 votes Ted Kennedy 
was told he’s too young to take such chances 


MEANWHILE BACK AT THE RANCH. Lyn­ 
don Johnson began forming the wagons into a 
circle. He surrounded the Kennedy forces Old 
friend Jack Valetti moved quietly into Hilton 
suite 22-A By phone and back stairs he could 
get to old friends Marvin Watson and Hubert 
Humphrey on the 25th floor 
Across town at the Hotel Drake s suite 169, 
President Johnson put his old trouble shooter, 
big George Ready, a devoted man, far too hon­ 
est for politics. There Ready unobserved by the 
media, kept in close touch with the nation's la­ 
bor leaders on the upper floors. 
If manpower was needed, it was in heavy 
supply. There was. for example, 
longshore­ 
m en’s leader Ted Gleason virtually next door to 
Mr. Humphrey’s rooms at the Hilton.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) - Consider for a 
moment the host of candidates for the presi­ 
dency this year Discounting the pig placid In 
nomination by the yippies in Chicago, they num. 
ber about IO. 
Since many of these must have known their 
chances of winning were only slightly better 
than the yppie porker, it may be assumed that 
for some the race is as much the attraction as 
the prize. 
For those, the ultimate envy m ust be for the 
m an who. by some theories became president 
of the United States without campaigning a 
day. spending a dime, or ruffling any feelings 
within either party. And afterw ards. President 
Atchison served in a period so relaxed and 
trouble-free that he alm ost slept through his 
whole term 
President Atchison” 


THE “ ONE MORE” president theory is not 
universally accepted by all students of Ameri­ 
can political history, but as theory, it does 
have its historical basis. According to the the­ 
ory. Sen David Rice Atchison of Missouri was 
president for one day—beginning about I p.m. 
Sunday. March 4. 1849 
The terms of President Jam es Polk and his 
vice president, George M Dallas, were to end 
at that time. But the incoming president, Zach­ 
ary Taylor, was not going to be inaugurated 
until! midday of Monday, March 5, inaugura­ 
tion ceremonies being delayed one day so they 
wouldn’t fall on a Sunday. 
That left 24 hours when the country would 
be without a president According to the Con­ 
stitution. the next in line would be the presid­ 
ing officer of the Senate. Dallas, Polk’s VP, 
had resigned that position, and Atchison had 
been named temporary presiding officer of the 
Senate in his place March 2. 
So at I p.m., March 4, 1849, the nation was 
without a president, and Atchison was next in 
line He was never actually sworn in. But the 
question around the “other president” theory 
is whether by simply being next in line in 
those leaderless hours, he did rn fact, succeed 
to the office 


ATCHISON himself held no celebration 
He 
was sound asleep when he theoretically became 
president of the United States, displaying a 
calm ness that makes all other new presidents 
look like little old ladies with twisted hankies 
by comparison. 
He might have slept all day. having spent a 
hard night at the Senate the night before, had 
not some personal friends come to wake and 
congratulate him 
“ In order to do every thing in proper style. I 
appointed a full cabinet,” he recalled later, go­ 
ing along with the gag, “and It was said that 
my administration was the most successful and 
popular one ever known 
there not being a 
removal or an appointment during my whole 
te r m ” 
Atchison s tiiumph would have been even 
sweeter had it gained political legitimacy. Act­ 
ually 
it remains merely a footnote of trivia 
in the history of American presidents, says 
White House curator Jim Ketchum. 
Hardly worth redesignating Lyndon Johnson 
the 38th President of the United State* Instead 
of 37th. and likewise with alf the others back 
down the line through Zachary Taylor. 
But what a whale of a cocktail partv conver­ 
sation bit it must have made for a man named 
Atchison!

Instead of di^Msing of an ineffectiv e plug, try changing 
its apparent size by painting it a different shade. 
Skin div ers hav e noted that lures painted y ellow appear 
much larger when v iewed from beneath toe surface. This 
aberration is a^iarently caused by reflection, [rius the 
magnify ing effect of water. The same model in a diffMsnt 
light-absorbing color might appear nearly normal. 
Yellow and white-and-red oomtoiations hav e Img been 
fav orite topwaCer choices: their effectiv tness probably de­ 
riv es from the reflectiv e qualities of these colors, not the 
colors themselv es. 
But color is not the only way to achiev e a false dimeii- 
skm. There are other way s to pad out the girth of a lure 
without actually adding bulk. 
Ortonary fly rod bugs with stiff hackles attached so 
that they stick out at right angles can create toe effect of a 
larger apparitkm. The same feathers placed on the tail giv e 
the appev ance of a longer lure. Neither alteration affects 
the casting or fishing abilities to any d^p^, but both 
create m entirely different im|M*e8sion on fish. 
So heed the hues and pad toe plug» -a phoney line has 
been the dowidall of many a lunker.

day, bul it probably w on’t be w ith a very loud 
“ bang.” 
It is the same old story — there are squirrels, 
but in most places they are few and far betw een. 
J he must crop is about average this year, a 
m arked im provem ent over the 1967 season. T here 
seems to be plenty of acorns and quite a few 
hickories. However, it will be a few w eeks yet 
before the nuts start to ripen. 
The foliage is very heavy and it w ill be ex­ 
trem ely difficult to see the squirrels. Because of 
this, 
hunters should exercise 
extrem e caution. 
Make sure you know w hat you are shooting at 
before pulling th at trigger. 
AII should wear some of tile fluorescent blaze orange. 
A hat and a vest of this color will help you stand out in the 
woods. 
Tests indicate the .squirrels, an ordinarily very 
cautious animal, are not bothered bv the colors. There are 
some, though, who will argue the point. 
But, I believe it would he better to take a chance on 
.spooking a few squirrels than risking the possibility of 
getting shot 


A 1969 HUNTING license will he needed 
Don't forgel 
to purchase one Most hunters already have their area picked 
out and will be in the woods before daylight. 
It is a good idea to scou* woods ahead of time. Per­ 
mission also should be obtained from the landowner There 
are many farmers who have their land posted, but several 
do this to protect themselves and their livestock. 
lf a hunter takes time to rtop and ask. even though there 
are signs, the chances are good he will be allowed to hunt. 
Law requires each hunter to obtam permission to hunt. 
Because of the dry weathr, hunters also should be care­ 
ful not to throw away a lighted cigarette 
A wood fire can 
destroy wildlife cover and kill game. 


Squirrels will seek out places where a water supply Is 
nearby 
Wooded areas along creeks and small streams 
should be good 


BEAVER CREEK is at one of the lowest point* it baa 
reached for a long time. 
The water level appears to be down at least two feet 
Bass and other fish will congregate in the deeper holes when 
it is low. 
It is natural to believe this would create better fishing 
But. the fish don't feed readily under these conditions and 
“spook” very easily. 
lf you fish, do it slowly and be as quiet as possible 
while wading 
Tills is a good time of the year to fish with 
surface lures at night. Again, do it with caution. 
Although bass have been hitting, most are in the 9 to 
IO inch class 


COHOES GROWING. 
A coho salmon measuring 16 
Inches in length and weighing one and three-quarter pounds 
was caught in August. 22 miles north of Cleveland by the 
I^ke Erie Fishery Survey Crew of the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources, which stocked the famed salt water fish 
in the lake early this year. 
Sixteen miles north of Ashtabula another coho was taken 
which measured 134 inches 
“We have increasing evidence that the coho salmon art 
growing fast in Lake Erie, and that northern Ohio will be­

DOVE SEASON. Pennsylvania’s 1968-69 hunting season* 
will be launched on Labor Day. 
Doves, gallinules and two species of rails will again b* 
the lead-off targets for hunters. 
The season on sora and Virginia rails and gallinule* 
officially opens one-half hour before sunrise on Monday. 
Hunters are reminded that this year dove shooting starts at 
12 o’clock noon prevailing time 
Hunting ends at sunset 
daily. 
Game Commission Executive Director Glenn L. Bowers 
said, “There will be an adequate supply of doves in the 
state this year, although the overall population of these 
feathered jets probably is not as great as last year, 
“Some areas which had only a few doves in the past 
report the supply has increased this year, while some other 
areas which previously had an abundance of doves show 
fewer birds, although their populations are still adequate,” 
Bowers said. 
The director warned first-time dove hunters that they 
are taking on one of the most challenging targets afield. 
“Doves are deceptively fast and seem to know how to change 
directions just before the hunter fires. Experienced dove 
hunters know enough to take along several boxes of ammuni­ 
tion.” he said 
The daily bag limit for doves is 12, with a maximum 
possession limit of 24 after the first day of the season. On 
sora and Virginia rails, the daily bag and possession limits 
are 25. singly or in tile aggregate of the two species. TV 
daily limit on gallinules is 15. with not more than 30 in 
possession after the first day of the season. 
Hunters were reminded by Bowers that the 1968-69 hunt­ 
ing license must be used on and after September I. A Fed­ 
eral Migratory Bird Hunting Stamp (duck stamp) is not re­ 
quired to hunt doves, rails, gallinules, snipe or woodcock 
(seasons on the latter birds open in October). 
Bowers urged hunters who are in the habit of field- 
dressing doves to properly dispose of all remains and un­ 
sightly debris 
He also reminded hunters that federal regulations require 
that one fully feathered wing must remain attached to all 
migratory birds except doves wh*le being transported

AIN’T NECESSARILY SO. A dab of paint or the addition 
of a little padding may be all that's needed to salvage a 
lure that is not producing fish 
Color and size are extremely important in influencing 


the decision of a fish to smash a certain plug, say the fishing 
authorities. But, the lure in your hand may appear entirely 
different when scanned by the critical eye of a roving 
largemouth. He may not he impressed by either its size or 
color. 
Instead of disposing of an ineffective plug, try changing 
its apparent size by painting it a different shade 
Skin divers have noted thai lures painted yellow appear 
much larger when viewed from beneath the surface. This 
aberration is apparently caused by reflection, plus the 
magnifying effect of water The same model in a different 
light-absorbing color might appear nearly normal. 
Yellow and wliite-and-red combinations have long been 
favorite topwater choices their effectiveness probably de­ 
rives from the reflective qualities of these colors, not the 
colors themselves. 
But color is not the only way to achieve a false dimen­ 
sion. There are other ways to pad out the girth of a lure 
without actually adding bulk. 
Ordinary flyrod bugs with stiff hackles attached so 
that they stick out at right angles can create the effect of a 
larger apparition. The same feathers placed on the tail give 
the appearance of a longer lure. Neither alteration affects 
the casting or fishing abilities to any degree, hut both 
create an entirely different impression on fish. 
So heed the hues and pad the plugs—a phoney line has 
been the downfall of many a lunker.
